Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Applicants arguments with respect to the 
combination of Ploch et al. and Lombardi et al. are not persuasive since the stitch-bonding process taught by Ploch et al. is similar to the 
pile knitting process described by Lombardi et al. in the sense that both materials comprise a stitching yarn which is used to lock loop or 
pile yarns into place. Therefore, Ploch et al. is considered to be relevant to Lombardi et al. Further, the teaching in Ploch et al. that a 
heat-sensitive stitch yarn would improve the strength of the loop yarns and produce a bulkier fabric would be relevant to the structure 
taught by Lombardi et al. stitch yarns perform the same function in both composite materials..
